Because none of the prior art of record teach or renders the combination, 
cooperation and the interaction of Applicant's claimed device of a strap tensioner 
device comprising a base, an intermediate member having a lower cam surface 
pivotally connected to the base, a tension lever pivotally mounted to the 
intermediate member such that when the tension lever rotated a predetermined 
distance in a forward direction the intermediate member is engaged and also 
rotate in the forward direction and a brake lever pivotally connected to the base 
having a cam surface presses against the strap for prevent movement of the 
strap when extending through the base and disposed under the cam surface of 
the intermediate member.
